August,  Agawam  was  invited 
to  submit  a  full  application, 
which  the  DPW  prepared  and 
submitted  in  September. 
Several  public  hearings  were 
held  on  the  application  as 
required,  but  citizen 
attendance  and  input  was  low. 

The  need  for  this  water 
improvement  project  was 
made  clear  in  the  Water 
Distribution  Study  under¬ 
taken  by  the  town  in  1975. 
North  Agawam’s  residential 
area  of  closely-situated, 
multi-story,  multi-family, 
wood  frame  houses  and  the 
abutting  commercial  and 
industrial  area  required  a 
much  greater  water  supply  for 
fire  fighting  than  was 
available.  The  new. mains  will 
allow  this  need  to  be  met  and 
will  provide  the  water  flow  for 
fire  fighting  required  by  the 
Insurance  Underwriters.  This 
fire  protection  improvement 
should  go  a  long  way  toward 


John  P.  Stone,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Public  Works,  has 
announced  that  the  Town  of 
Agawam  received  word  on 
October  31  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  that  its 
Small  Cities  Grant  applica¬ 
tion  for  water  system 
improvements  in  North 
Agawam  area  has  been 
approved.  The  grant  is  in  the 
amount  of  $491,500  and  will 
provide  for  the  installation  of 
9,300  feet  of  12-inch  diameter 
water  main  and  4,100  feet  of 
8-inch  diameter  main.  These 
mains  will  correct  deficiencies 
in  the  water  system  and 
improve  public  health  and 
safety. 

The  Dept,  of  Public  Works 
prepared  a  pre-application  for 
the  water  main  improvements 
which  was  submitted  to  HUD 
in  May  of  this  year.  The  pre¬ 
application  received  a  high 
rating  from  HUD,  and  in 


offsetting  any  loss  in 
protection  or  insurance  rating 
caused  by  the  closing  of  the 
North  Agawam  fire  station. 


The  project  involves  the 
connection  of  the  existing  16- 
inch  water  main  at  Suffield 
and  Cooper  Streets  with  the 
12-inch  water  main  at 
O’Brien’s  Corner  via  the 
installation  of  new  mains  in 
Suffield  Street.  Walnut  Street 
Extension,  and  Springfield 
Street.  Also,  new  and  larger 
water  mains  will  be  brought 
into  the  heart  of  Noith 
Agawam  following  Maple 
and  Bridge  Streets.  Other 
streets  to  receive  larger  water 
mains  are  Washington 
Avenue  Extension,  Ramah 
Circle  South,  and  Ramah 
Circle  North. 

The  project  should  be 
under  construction  by  the 
summer  of  1979  and  must  be 
completed  by  October.  1980.

In  recent  years,  state  and 
national  policies  have 
evidenced  steps  forward  in 
providing  children  with 
special  needs  the  comprehen¬ 
sive  educational  programs 
thev  deserve.  The  town  of 
Aeawam  has  made  strides 
towards  providing  its 
residents  these  services. 
Currentlv.  there  are  over  five 
hundred  children  whose  needs 
are  being  addressed. 


Based  in  the  Agawam- 
Junior  High  School,  the 
Special  Services  Department 
is  headed  by  Director 
Dorothy  Coon,  a  long  time 
resident  o!  Agawam  and  a 
former  first  grade  and 
remedial  reading  teacher.  She 
is  certified  by  the  state  as  a 
Special  Education  Admini¬ 
strator.  Her  staff  is  comprised 
of  twenty-five  persons  and 
includes  school  psychologists, 
speech  therapists,  motor 
development  specialists, 
home-school  adjustment 
counselors,  resource  room 
teaheers.  and  an  itinerant 
teacher  for  the  visually 
impaired. 

As  mandated  by  Chapter 
766.  a  state  law  which  has 
been  in  effect  since 
September.  1974.  and  which 
incorporates  the  Federal  Law 
94-142.  children  with  special 
needs  must  be  given  an 
education  planned  to  met 
their  individual  needs. 
Children  as  young  as  three 
and  as  old  as  twenty-one  may 
be  eligible  for  special  help. 

Otten  children  need 
individual  help  before  they 
reach  the  first-grade  level. 
Area  residents  who  feel  that 
their  children  may  need  help 
before  the  age  of  three  ate 
advised  to  contact  the  Special 
Services  Department  for 
advice  and  possible  referral  to 
area  programs.  Children  three 
and  older  fall  within  the 
boundaries  set  forth  within 
Chapter  766  and  may  qualify 
for  help  from  the  Agawam 
Special  Services  Department. 

Through  Project  Child 
Find,  the  Special  Services 
Department  attempts  to 
identify  all  pre-schoolers  who 
may  need  special  services.  By 
the  age  of  three,  most  children 
exhibit  certain  standard  oral, 
visual,  motor,  cognitive,  and 
language  development.  A 
child  whose  performance  does 
not  meet  these  standards  may 
need  special  attention. 
Identifying  these  children 
early  is  the  goal  of  Project 
Child  Find.  Each  May  and 
November  the  Special 
Services  Department  offers 
screening  for  pre-schoolers. 
Parents  are  invited  to  make 
appointments  to  have  their 
children  screened.  Testing 
dates  are  announced  in  area 
newspapers  and  through 
fivers  distributed  to  local 
nursery  schools  Any  pre¬ 
schooler  is  eligible,  and  the 
screening  is  free. 

There  is  another  mass¬ 
screening  effort  done  at  the 
kindergarten  level.  This 
screening  helps  to  determine 
school  readiness  or  the 
possibility  of  problems. 
Screening  may  show  that  the 
child  needs  another  year  at 
home  before  entering 
kindergarten,  or  it  may  show 
more  serious  problems  which 
indicate  the  need  for  an 
individualized  educational 
plan. 

Another  way  the  depart¬ 
ment  becomes  aware  of  a 
child  with  possible  special 
needs  is  through  referral. 
Referrals  may  be  made  by  the 
parent  or  a  teacher,  social 
worker,  doctor,  judicial 
official,  or  by  a  responsible 
person  concerned  with  the 
child's  welfare.

Whatever  the  child’s  age  or 
level  in  school,  once  the 
department  becomes  aware  of 
him,  the  procedure  is 
standard.  Within  five  days  of 
a  referral,  the  parents  receive 
a  notice  advising  them  of  the 
referral  and  by  whom  it  was 
made.  The  notice  outlines  the 
rights  of  the  parents  during 
the  evaluation  process. 
Briefly,  they  are  as  follows: 

1.  Parents  can  participate  in 
all  meetings  concerning  their 
child's  educational  plan  and 
may  bring  an  advocate  with 
them.  Meetings  must  be  held 
at  a  mutually  convenient  time 
and  place  and  conducted  in 
the  language  spoken  in  the 
home. 

2.  A  child  of  fourteen  years 
or  more  has  the  right  to  attend 
and  participate  in  all  meetings 
that  pertain  to  the  developing 
and  writing  of  the  educational 
plan. 

3.  The  parents  may  meet 
with  any  member  of  the 
evaluating  team  in  a  pre¬ 
evaluation  conference  to 
discuss  the  reasons  for  a 
child's  referral. 

4.  Parents  disagreeing  with 
the  team’s  findings  may 
arrange  for  another  evalua¬ 
tion. 

5.  If  a  home  visit  and  a 
psychological  assessment  are 
to  be  included,  parental 
permission  is  a  must. 

6.  The  notice  states  the  date 
of  the  scheduled  evaluation 
and  whether  it  is  to  be  a  full  or 
an  intermediate  evaluation. 

The  law  requires  that 
parents  give  written 
permission  before  any 
specialist  outside  the  school 
system  be  brought  in  or  before 
any  assessments  by  the 
Special  Services  staff  are 
done.  Parental  signature  is 
required  on  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  the  educational 
plan'which  will  be  developed 
following  the  evaluation. 

Mrs.  Coon  remarked  that 
parental  attitude  towards 
special  education  in  Agawam 
is  very  healthy.  Parents  are 
very  willing  to  have  their 
children  receive  the  special 
attention  they  might  need. 
There  are  now  two  area 
parent  discussion  groups  with 
a  third  for  parents  of  pre¬ 
schoolers  forming  next 
spring.  About  thirty-five 
people  are  now  involved  in 
these  groups. 

Following  the  referral 
notice  and  the  pre-evaluation 
conference,  the  child  will 
receive  either  a  Full 
Evaluation  or  an  Intermed¬ 
iate  Evaluation,  depending  on 
the  indicated  need.  A  full 
evaluation  consists  of  the 
following:  1.  An  educational 
history;  2.  a  psychological 
assessment;  3.  a  description  of 
classroom  performance;  4.  a 
medical  examination;  5.  a 
family  history,  which  may 
include  a  home  visit. 


Based  on  the  evaluation, 
the  team  develops  for  the 
child  an  individualized 
educational  plan  which  must 
be  approved  by  the  parents. 
Federal  regulations  require 
that  the  plan  be  re-evaluated 
every  three  years.  Mrs.  Coon 
reported  that  Agawam  cases 
are  reviewed  every  academic 
year,  and  modifications  are 
made  if  necessary.  Case 
records  are  personal, 
confidential,  and  open  only  to 
school  officials  and  parents. 
Children  eighteen  and  over 
may  also  see  their  files. 

Anyone  desiring  informa¬ 
tion  is  advised  to  contact  the: 
Special  Services  Department 
at  786-0776.  Mrs.  Coon  and 
members  ol  her  stafl  are 
available  for  lectures  to  local 
groups  and  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  inform  the 
public  about  their  valuable 
work. 


If  the  child  needs 
evaluation  in  only  some  of  the 
five  areas,  then  an  intermedi¬ 
ate  evaluation  is  done,  and  the 
team  addresses  itself  only  to 
those  areas.  One  of  the  most 
common  problems  among 
pre-schoolers  is  a  speech  / 
language  difficulty,  which 
generally  requires  only  an 
intermediate  evaluation  and  is 
most  often  remedial.  If  after 
an  intermediate  evaluation, 
the  team  feels  that  a  full 
evaluation  is  warranted,  it  will 
be  administered.  Children 
who  will  be  spending  more 
than  25%  of  their  time  away 
from  the  regular  classroom 
must  have  the  full  evaluation. 


Over  20  Agawam  High 
School  students  from 
astronomy  and  physics  classes 
recently  attended  a  pre-dawn 
observation  of  the  planets 
Jupiter  and  Saturn  as  well  as 
the  moon  and  the  Orion 
Nebula.  The  observation 
was  coordinated  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Gage,  physics  and 
astronomy  teacher  at 
Agawam  High.  The  students 
used  a  Celestron  8-inch' 
reflecting  telescope,  which  the 
school  purchased  two  years 
ago. 

Evening  observations  of 
celestial  objects  such  as  the 
planets,  stars,  and  the  moon 
are  normally  conducted  by 
Mr.  Gage  and  Mr.  Paul 
Blodgett,  the  other  astronomy 
teacher,  but  the  pre-dawn 
meeting  was  necessary  this 
time  because  Saturn  and 
Jupiter  are  visible  only  during 
early  morning  hours.  The 
observation  lasted  from  5:45 
to  6:45  a.m.

How  quickly  we  forget. ..wasn't  it  just  a  few  weeks  ago 
when  many  of  Agawam’s  citizens  were  crying 'foul' when  the 
S3.00  tax  increase  was  announced?  Weren’t  those 
disgruntled  folks  saying  things  like,  the  town  had  better  stop 
spending',  ‘we  need  some  budget  cuts’,  and  the  like?  Now  it 

is  some  of  those  same  people  who  are  crying  ‘foul’  because 
the  Town  Manager  has  seen  fit  to  close  a  fire  station  that  has 
outlived  it’s  usefulness,  and  plans  are  pending  to  close  an 
outdated,  too  small  library. 

It’s  time  the  people  of  Agawam  put  aside  emotionalism 
and  their  penchant  for  petitions,  and  view  the  situation 
objectively.  Taxes  can’t  be  held,  let  alone  cut,  unless  we  are 
willing  to  cut  spending  and  ‘trim  the  fat'.  Unfortunately,  we 
won't  always  agree  on  what  ‘fat’  to  trim.  The  fire  station  in 
question  is  old  and  dilapidated,  and  has  not,  in  recent  years 
housed  any  of  the  larger  pieces  of  equipment  that  would  be 
needed  in  a  major  fire  -  that  would  have  to  come  from  one  of 
the  remaining  stations.  The  firemen  are  concerned  about 
manpower,  or  lack  of  it.  I’m  not  in  a  position  to  comment  on 
that  issue,  what  1  am  condoning,  is  the  closing  of  the  physical 
plant  -  the  North  Agawam  Station.  1  don’t  believe,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  you’  don’t  believe  that  the  town’s 
administrastion  would  play  Russian  Roulette  with  the  lives 
of  the  people  in  Agawam! 

As  for  the  Center  Library  -  I  can’t  see  where  it  would  be 
fair  to  allow  the  Center  Library  to  remain  open  and  close  the 
one  in  Feeding  Hills.  After  all,  Agawam  II  is  just  as 
convenient  for  Feeding  Hills  residents  as  the  Center  Library 
is  for  Agawam  Center  residents.  If  any  thing,  the  Agawam  II 
serves  a  larger  population  than  the  Center  Library.  An  old  7- 
1 1  Store  may  not  be  close  to  being  an  historical  site,  but  then 
neither  is  a  forty  vear  old  building.  Besides,  the  building  will 
remain,  what  wifi  be  eliminated  will  be  an  unnecessary  tax 
burden  for  all  of  the  people  of  Agawam. 

How  about  it  taxpayers!  Shall  we  submit  ourselves  to  the 
will  of  a  few?  If  you  really  want  your  taxes  lowered,  or  at 
least  not  increased,  it  is  time  that  the  ‘silent  majority  in 
Agawam  (and  they  arc  a  majority),  be  heard.

Soft  Tooth  Myth

Probably  every  dentist  and  if  he  or  she  has  cavities 
hygienist  has  been  asked  by  a  because  of  soft  teeth.  Many 
patient  at  one  time  or  another  people  use  this  as  an  excuse 

for  having  dental  problems:  it 
is  easier  to  blame  heredity 
than  to  blame  your  craving 
for  sugar-coated  goodies.  The 
truth  is  that  people  don’t  have 
“soft"  teeth  at  all. 

Before  eruption  and  for  a 
few  years  afterward,  tooth 
enamel  is  not  yet  fully 
calcified.  It  is  at  this  stage  that 
a  tooth  could  be  considered 
“soft.”  This  is  why  the  teenage 
years,  when  people  are 
completing  their  second  set  of 
teeth,  are  said  to  be  the 
“cavity-prone”  years.  But,  in 
this  respect,  everyone  during 
that  stage  of  his  life  has  “soft” 
teeth.  Why  do  some  people 
get  a  lot  of  caries  (cavities) 
then,  and  other  people  don’t? 
The  amount  of  fluoride  they 
have  had  has  a  lot  to  do  with 
it.  The  diet,  of  course,  is 
important  too  -  remember 
that  it  is  the  frequency  of 
sugar  intake  rather  than  the 
amount  that  is  really 
important.  Every  time  sugar  is 
eaten,  there  are  20  minutes  of 
acid  destruction  going  on. 
Breath  mints  and  cough  drops 
can  be  very  damaging  because 
they  are  in  the  mouth  for  a 
long  time,  and  people  usually 
pop  one  in  right  after  another. 

Oral  hygiene  is  another 
factor.  Naturally,  the  cleaner 
you  keep  your  teeth,  the  better 
off  you  are.  The  structure  of 
the  teeth  also  could  be  related 
to  the  incidence  of  caries. 
Straight,  even  teeth  are  easier 
to  clean  and  are  thought  to  be 
more  self-cleansing.  It  is 
possible  that  having  crowded, 
crooked  teeth  straightened 
will  improve  your  chances  of 
staying  caries-free.

We  in  Massachusetts 
did  not  suffer  from  a  winter 
kill.  From  all  signs,  it  looks 
like  a  bumper  year  for  the 
bowhunter.  The  season  starts 
November  6  and  ends  the 
25th.  A  reminder  -  make  sure 


your  arrows  are  marked  with 
your  name  and  address. 
Under  the  new  law  recently 
passed.  You  will  be  fined  $20 
if  the  game  warden  nails  you 
without  them  being  properly 
identified. 

Every  year  a  contingent  of 
bowhunters  from  Western 
Massachusetts  travels  to 
Watkins  Glen,  N.Y.  for  a 
week  to  ten  days  of 
bowhunting  in  the  Southern 
Tier.  The  Seneca  Lodge  in 
Watkins  Glen  has  special 
rates  for  the  bowhun:  rand  a 
very  exciting  agenda  for  the 
stay.  The  lodge  is  owned  by 
the  Brubaker  family,  and  they 
are  all  bowhunters  -  wives  and 
husbands. 

You  can  go  out  on  your 
morning  stand  and  your 
sevening  stand;  however,  the 
time  in  between  is  also  solid 
bowhunting.  Breakfast  is  at 
nine  in  the  morning,  and  after 
breakfast,  all  the  bowhunters 
gather  with  the  Brubakers  in 
charge.  Organized  drives  are 
carefully  planned.  The 
vineyards  suffer  from  deer 
damage,  and  the  owners  are 
cooperative  with  the  lodge 
owners  and  drives  are  held  in 


snowmobiling,  horseback 
riding,  hiking,  and  backpack¬ 
ing.  Thousands  of  acres  are 
managed  for  deer  and  other 
animal  propagation.  In  the 
county  we  hunt,  over  5,000 
deer  are  harvested  each  year 
(bucks  only).  Shows  what 
proper  management  can  do. 

With  the  threats  of  the 
organized  anti-hunter  groups 
becoming  more  viable,  many 
organizations  are  holding 
surveys  to  come  up  with  facts 
that  will  dispel  the  charges 
that  are  being  made  by  the 
anti-hunter.  Out  of  the  many 
surveys  comes  information 
that  is  very  interesting.  Who  is 
the  American  bowhunter?

they  also  foul  the  area  making 
it  hazardous  for  pedestrians 
to  walk  the  streets.  Starlings 
also  compete  with  native  birds 
for  space  and  food.  The  one 
positive  thing  that  can  be  said 
of  them  is  that  they  are 
omnivorous  and,  conse¬ 
quently,  do  help  keep  the 
insect  population  down.  But 
they  also  do  considerable 
damage  to  food  and  grain 
crops  and  compete  with 
livestock  for  winter  feed. 

By  spring  time,  the  “stars” 
have  been  abraided  off  the 
starlings  feathers,  and  the  bird 
builds  its  poorly-constructed 
nest.  It  is  built  in  the  hollow  of 
a  tree  or  crevice  of  a  building 
and  is  lined  with  twigs,  grass, 
and,  not  surprisingly,  trash. 
The  female  lays  4  to  6  pale 
blue  eggs.  The  immatures  are 
a  dull  brown  and  do  not  have 
the  shiny,  luminous  appear¬ 
ance  the  adults  exhibit  when 
in  the  sun.  The  females  and 
males  are  similar. 

Starlings  are  not  easily 
discouraged,  and  once  they 
find  your  feeder,  they  may 
move  right  in.  Basically 
ground  feeders,  they  may 
confine  their  visits  to 
waddling  and  hopping 
around  the  ground.  Many 
town  fathers  have  tried  costly 
and  exotic  stunts  to  rid  their 
cities  of  these  pests  and  have 
met  with  little  success.  Grin 
and  bear  it  if  these  not-so- 
welcome  guests  frequent  vour 
feeder.  Try  to  remember  that 
that  they  would  not  be  in  this 
country'  at  all  except  by- 
invitation. 


Even  the  most  loyal  birder 
has  to  admit  that  the 
Common  Starling  is  just  plain 
ugly.  A  large  flock  of  these 
ungainly  birds  have  been 
feeding  around  my  back  yard 
for  nearly  a  week  now.  It’sjust 
so  hard  to  warm  up  to  them. 
Plump,  short-tailed,  and 
awkward,  they  present 
anything  but  ’a  stately 
appearance.  It  is  easy  to  see 
where  they  got  their  name.  In 
the  winter,  the  Starling 
sports  a  myriad  of  white  spots 
all  over  its  breast  and  cheeks, 
resembling  stars  on  a  black 
sky. 

Starlings  arc  not  native  to 
the  United  States,  and  there 
are  many  who  wish  that  this 
pesty  bird  had  never  been 
introduced  here.  But 
introduced  it  was  on  March 
16.  1890  in  Central  Park  in 
New  York.  Sixty  of  the  specie 
were  released  by  a  group  of 
zealots  who  believed  that 
every  species  of  bird 
mentioned  by  Shakespeare 
should  be  a  U.S.  citizen.  One 
ambitious  pair  began  mating 
at  once,  supposedly  under  the 
eaves  of  the  Museum  of 
Natural  History.  As  if  this 
weren't  enough,  forty  more  of 
the  bird  were  released  the 
following  year.  American 
cities  have  been  paying  for 
this  folly  ever  since. 

Many  citizen  groups  have 
tried  to  rid  urban  areas  of 
these  birds  with  little  success. 
They  are  noisy,  and  large 
roosts  may  contain  tens  of 
thousands  of  birds  capable  of 
creating  a  loud  din.  Naturally,
